A. The following is the list of categories for the group reports. 

(1) Oswald’s Biography (3 people) 

— including childhood. Marines, defection to USSR, domestic life, 
possible govt, relations. 

— helpful additional resources: Weisberg ' s Whitewash ( Oswald in New 
Orleans ) Post Mortem. 

(2) Alleged Assassination Weapon; Oswald's Rifle Capability (2 people) 

— additional helpful resources: Accessories & Whitewash . 

(3) Oswald's Actions & Movements on Nov. 22, 1963 (3 people) 

— including questions such as: did he carry the rifle to work that 
morning; was he in that 6th floor window; his escape, etc.? 

— Roffman's Presumed Guilty especially good on this. 

(4) Tippit Murder (2 people) 

— Whitewash & Accessories especially helpful. 

(5) Autopsy of JFK and Medical Testimony about Connally (3 people) 

— Post Mortem & Presumed Guilty very helpful . 

(6) Single Bullet Theory (3 people) 

— Post Mortem & "Arlen Specter: For the Record". 

(7) Conspiracy Community (3 people) 

— examining Posner's attacks especially in Chaps. 18 & 19 of Case Closed . 



B. Each group will prepare a written report of roughly 8-10 pages (double- 
spaced typewritten ) . As an appendix, you should also include xeroxes of 
documents, testimony, or critical books which help to substantiate your 
analysis. In addition to the criticism, of course, you should make sure 

to describe clearly your topic and its significance to the JFK assassination. 
Keep in mind that you will also be giving an oral presentation during the 
final week before you turn in the written report on the last day.
